£308,464, or 2°6 per cent. more than in the corresponding period of the 
last financial year.

On the 28th February, 1918, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in debit to the amount of £2,121,014. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during February, 1918, was 7,040 oz. crude, 
equal to 6,671 oz. fine, valued at £28,336, and showed an increase of 
615 oz. fine, and £2,610 in value, compared with February of last 
year. The value of the gold produced during the two months was 
£53,221, and showed a decrease of 329 oz. fine, and £1,397 in value, in 
the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 54, as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries), it 
appears that in February, 1918, prices were 37°6 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; 2-0 per cent. higher than in February, 1917 ; and 0°3 per cent, 
higher than in the preceding month, January, 1918. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
February, 1918, 79:9 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 5:5 per cent. 
higher than in February, 1917; and 0:3 per cent. lower than in 
January, 1918. Prices of beef showed a very slight advance on those 
of January, pork also rose, but mutton fell slightly. Bacon, ham, eggs, 
tea and coffee increased in price while starch declined. Other com- 
modities remained practically unaltered.

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Land Seleetions.—During February, 47 applications were made for 16,844 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 31,331 acres, representing 23 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas set 
apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the number 
of applications has been 124, and the area applied for 58,284 acres. 
The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 1st 
January is 92,168 acres, representing 99 blocks. 


Meteorology.— During the greater part of February sultry conditions were a 
prominent feature in the weather of New South Wales, and often 
culminated in light to moderate, and at times heavy, rainfall, associated 
with thunderstorms, which was, however, limited chiefly to the south- 
eastern half of the State. The rain received during the month was 
quite in contrast with the bountiful falls of the preceding four or five 
months, and a marked shortage was recorded in the results generally. 


On the western, central, and northern areas of New Sonth Wales 
the totals were extremely light and scattered—many stations reporting 
an entire absence of rain; but in the south-eastern quarter, including 
the area south of the Murrumbidgee and at places on the central coast, 
the normal average was exceeded. 


The temperature ruling generally was warm to hot, with occasional 
low readings on the highlands. 


Vital Statistics — Sydney and Suburbs— February, 1918.—The births 
registered numbered 1,552) equal to 23-96 per 1,000 of population ; of 
the total, 789 were males and 763 females. The rate is unsatisfactory, 
as it is 8 per cent. below the average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 526, namely, 293 males and 233 females, equal 
to a rate of 8:12 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 12 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups, except 65 
and over. 

The infantile mortality was 67 per 1,000 births, being 12 per cent. 
below the average for the month of February for the previous five 
years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
February, 366 new buildings, as compared with 411 in February, 
1917.
